NEED FOR FIRE LINES 

Protection for Forest Reserve 
Urged on Co-operative 
Scheme 

Chief Ranger Sloan of the l\ S. for¬ 
est service was In Sierra Madre Mon¬ 
day in the course of an inspection trip 
through this part of the forest reserve. 
Incidentally he devoted a little time to 
an effort to stir up Interest In fire pro- 
leetlon lor the nearby watershed. 

Inquiry revealed plenty of interest in 
fire protection but a difficulty in solv¬ 
ing the financial problems attached. 
Mr. Sloan explained that Uncle Sam is 
so poverty stricken as to be unable to 
furnish much money lor the purpose, 
tNinsequently a large part ol the bur¬ 
den falls upon the communities udjtic- 
nl to tlie reserve, which must lie will¬ 
ing to spend money to Insure the per¬ 
manency or their water supply. 

Wants City to Help 

Mr Sloan said without doubt If the 
city of Sierra Madre would hear a part 
of tin expense the government would 
join in the undertaking and help con¬ 
struct needed fire lines over the brush 
covered slopes above the city. Hi- urges 
the clearing of fire lines running from 
the mouth of the Kittle- Bantu Anita to 


the tops of the ridges on both sides of 
the canyon and along the base of the 
mountains to the west. 

Fire lines as proposed by Mr. Sloan 
would not la- so wide as the fire break 
cast of town but merely lanes through 
the brush to afford fire fighting forces 
easy access to all parts of the moun¬ 
tains and to give them a base to work 
from, lie estimates the average cost of 
clearing them at $100 a mile. He could 
give no estimate as to the probable 
proportion of the expense which the 
government would assume. But he felt 
very certain that if the city of Sierra 
Madre would take the initiative and 
offer to spend a certain amount the 
forest service officials would recognize 
its enterprise and perhaps make a 
more liberal allowance than could oth¬ 
erwise he secured. 

Hazard Due to -Visitors 
Fire hazard in the mountains near 
Sierra Madre Is probably greater, said 
Mr. Sloan, than in any other part of 
the range. The Mount Wilson and 
Sturtevant trails are more frequently 
traveled than any others and attract 
a particularly large number of people 
who have little or no knowledge of 
camping or woodcraft and are less 
careful than campers ure apt to he. 
’1’hls very factor in the lire hazard, it 
was pointed out to him, is due almost 
entirely to people coming from a dis¬ 
tance and It Is hardly fair that Sierra 
Madre should lie called upon tu foot 
the hill. These people come from Kos 
Migetes, l’asadena. and all over the 
country, and It seems only fair that 
| extra expense due to them should be 
met out o% the government funds. 

Need for fire protection ns outlined 
is keenly felt In Sierra Madre. The city

Is Bringing Changes for 
the Better 

Conspicuous changes for the s better 
have taken place In several store win¬ 
dows during the past two weeks. Some 
merchants have substituted fresh dis¬ 
plays of merchandise and have deter¬ 
mined to hold to the plan of making 
regular and frequent changes. Others 
who have been leaving their places of 
business dark all night have begun to 
Illuminate their windows during the 
evening hours. As a result the down 
town streets do not look so dead dur¬ 
ing the evening as formerly. There is 
yet much room for Improvement, but 
the leaven is working and the move¬ 
ment seems certain to become unani¬ 
mous. 

To compliment by name those busi¬ 
ness houses presenting attractive fronts 
would be a pleasure, but might be tak¬ 
en too much to heart by those not 
mentioned. And while they might feel 
Insulted at being left out of the list of 
the enterprising it would be a pleasur¬ 
able feeling compared to what they 
would experience were they to over¬ 
hear the caustic remarks now directed 
at them. 

It is hard to understand how a mer¬ 
chant who gives the matter any serious 
thought can neglect his window dis¬ 
play. To fail to present the most at¬ 
tractive appearance possible is like 
giving customers the cold shoulder, 

The writer has demonstrated to his 
own satisfaction that window displays 
will sell goods. Newspaper advertising 
will also sell goods. The combination Is 
hard to beat. The News has often re- 
marked: "If your business is not 
worth advertising, advertise it for 
sale." To that might he added: "If 
your goods are not worth showing, 
don’t try to sell them.” 

Merchants are frequently heard to 
complain that local people go to Los 
Angeles for goods which they have never 
taken the trouble to inquire for lit 
Sierra Madre. Probably there will al¬ 
ways be a few such people, hut all 
people are susceptible to suggestion 
anil a lot of money that now goes out 
of town could l>e kept here Is the mer¬ 
chants themselves would work along 
the right lines. The first step to take 
is to make a reasonable effort to let 
people know what they have for sale 
and to make it as inviting as possible,

Mayor Jones says a great many peo¬ 
ple have con\e to him during the past 
veek urging that the city trustees 
take up the sidewalk program at once 
and he is personally strongly favor¬ 
able. He is of the opinion that the 
board will be favorable to the project 
1 rovided there is evidence of a rea¬ 
sonably strong public sentiment in its 
favor. The hoard does not care to at¬ 
tempt to force the matter through, 
although under the Vroman act a side¬ 
walk cannot Le protested as can pav¬ 
ing. In view of the attitude of the 
trustees it might he well for those 
who favor sidewalk building to pre¬ 
sent their views to the trustees per¬ 
sonally. 

"I have, been pulling for sidewalks 
for the last five years," said A. S. 
Mead "In our business we certain¬ 
ly have it handed to us by strangers 
who criticise the town for having tet 
walk in the streets or along dusty 
paths. It is an Improvement that 
would count because it would be con¬ 
spicuous.” 

C. S. Kersting also expressed him¬ 
self as heartily favoring the plan. The 
fact that Mr. Kersting long ago con¬ 
structed sidewalks for practically all 
his property shows his practical in¬ 
terest in such improvements. 

It is likely the matter will be pre¬ 
sented at the Board of Trade meeting 
for discussion Monday evening. If 
sufficient favorable sentiment should 
appear it is likely some active steps 
may be taken by the city trustees.

Watts Adveitlser. — Just now the 
politicians, of high and low degree up 
and down the state, are burning con¬ 
siderable gray matter concerning who 
shall be the next governor of Califor¬ 
nia. All over the state it is admitted 
that Governor Johnson has done much 
to rid California from dangerous cor¬ 
poration dictation, but in the same 
breath “a man of broader vision" is 
called for.

Hut 
j t he greatness of the aqueduct cannot 
be measured in financial terms. A 
great vision was necessary. Mulhol- 
| land supplied the vision and Los An¬ 
geles adopted it. Less has been heard 
of Lippincott, but it was he who look¬ 
ed after the technical side, sharing the 
vision fully at the same time. The 
aqueduct so far as completed has come 
within the preliminary estimates both 
in cost and time. At this end of the 
line the distributing system remains 
| to be completed. And at the other end 
it will eventually be necessary to 
| carry the ditch to an intake many 
miles further north and acquire the 
Long Valley reservoir site. These 
things were included in Mulhollands 
original plan but not in the * 23 , 000,000 
estimate. Their completion will give 
Los Angeles a supply of water almost 
as good as that which Sierra Madre 
drinks and large enough for a dense 
population covering the land front the 
Sierra Madre to the sea.
